THE  STUDY  OP  THE   HOLY   SCRIPTURES 

Will  be  pursued  by  the  Students  :n  all  the  Departments,  and  each  gradu- 
ate will  be  required  to  stand  a  thorough  examination  in  them  before 
obtaining  a  Diploma. 

THOROUGHNESS 

Is  one  of  the  leading  features  of  the  School,  and  the  instruction  will 
have  special  reference  to  preparing  students  for  Teachers. 
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Both  sexes  pursue  the  same  course  of  study,  recite  together,  and  re- 
ceive similar  Certificates  and  Diplomas. 

SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 
The  Scientific  Undergraduate  Course  will  omit  the  Classics,  hut  will 
emhrace  Surveying,  Civil  Engineering,  Practical  Astronomy,  and -a  longer 
course  in  Chemistry  and  Geology  than  the  Classical.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  will  he  conferred  on  those  who  shall  have  completed 
this  Course,  and  on  those  who  shall  have  successfully  devoted  to  any 
two  or  more  of  the  subjects  embraced  in  it  an  amount  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  that  required  for  the  whole  Course. 

PENMANSHIP    AND    BOOK-KEEPING. 

This  Department  embraces  instruction  in  Single  and  Double  Entry 
Book-Keeping  as  applied  to  Wholesale,  Retail,  Commission,  Banking, 
Railroading  and  Manufacturing  business.  Penmanship  taught  on  scien- 
tific principles. 

EASLHAM    OBSEBVATOBY. 

The  building  has  been  completed,  and  the  following  instruments  are 
stationed  in  it:  An  Equatorial  Telescope,  having  a  six  inch  object 
glass,  focal  length  eight  feet,  and  five  eye  pieces  of  various  magnifying 
powers;  a  fine  Solar  Clock  with  a  mercurial  compensating  pendulum; 
(this  clock  can  be  adjusted  to  sidereal  time;")  a  Transit  Instrument,  focal 
length  five  and  a-half  feet. 

A  Ring  Micrometer  has  also  been  procured  for  the  telescope. 

The  telescope  and  transit,  are  mounted  on  piers  detached  from  the 
floors  of  the  building,  and  extending  several  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  in  order  to  prevent  vibrations  from  being  communicated  to 
them. 

The  design  in  establishing  the  Observatory  is  principally  to  afford  to 
Students  who  shall  obtain  the  requisite  mathematical  knowledge,  an  op- 
portunity of  making  a  systematic  course  of  observations  pertaining  to 
the  several  departments  of  Theoretical  and  Practical  Astronomy. 

All  Students  of  the  College  will  have  the  opportunity  of  viewing  the 
heavenly  bodies  through  the  Telescope. 

APPARATUS. 

Connected  with  the  Institution,  is  a  large  assortment  of  Chemical  and 
other  Philosophical  Apparatus,  including  many  superior  articles.  Those 
studying  the  natural  sciences  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming 
practically  acquainted  with  the  use  of  the  various  kinds  of  Apparatus 
pertaining  to  them. 
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CABINET    All!)    LIBRARY. 

A  small  Cabinet  of  Minerals,  to  which  additions  are  frequently  made, 
is  accessible  to  the  Students. 

The  Library  of  the  Institution  contains  about  one  thousand  volumes, 
to  which  additions  are  annually  made. 

LECTURES. 
Lectures  on  the  various  subjects  of  Natural  Science,  and  also  on  other 
subjects  illustrated  by  experiments,  are  delivered  weekly  by  the  Male 
Teachers,  besides  occasional  lectures  by  those  not  immediately  connected 
with  the  institution. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES, 
There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College  :  The 
Ionian,  organized  by  the  Teachers  and  Students  of  the  male  depart- 
ment in  1857,  an  1  the  Phoenix  Band,  by  the  females  in  1856.  The 
exercises  are  principally  essays,  declamations  and  discussions.  They 
each  have  a  small  but  increasing  Library  of  valuable  boohs. 

DEGREES. 

The  ordinary  College  Degrees  will  be  granted  upon  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  courses  of  study,  to  those  Students  who  sustain  a 
good  moral  character. 

CHRISTMAS    HOLIDAYS. 
The  loss  sustained  in  the  disarrangement  of  classes  by  the  absence  of 
Students  on  Christmas  and  New  Years,  has  made  it  necessary  to  dispense 
with  all  visiting  at  those  times  in  future. 

GOVERNMENT. 
The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  intended  to  be  mild  and  liberal, 
but  firm;  and  as  far  as  possible  students  are  made  to  feel  that  they  are 
the  rightful  guardians  of  their  own  character,  and  that  upon  them  rests 
the  responsibility  of  the  influence  which  they  may  exert  upon  the 
school.  The  restrictions  which  are  imposed  are  intended  more  to  teach 
students  self-control  than  to  deprive  them  of  liberties.  Punishments 
and  penalties  are  dispensed  with  as  far  as  practicable.  Those  who  give 
way  to  gross  violations  of  order,  such  as  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  or  to 
profanity,  will  forfeit  their  right  to  any  further  privileges  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

EXAMINATION    OP    APPLICANTS, 
The  examination  of  applicants  for  admission  into  the  School,  will  oc- 
cur on  the  first  day  of  each  term,  when  all   should  be  present.

As  the  pupil  suffeis  considerable  loss  by  being  sent  one  session,  and 
kept  at  home  the  next,  the  Faculty  would  advise  all  parents  to  send 
their  children  to  school  at  least  one  year  without  intermission,  as  they 
will  thus  be  able  to  accompany  the  regular  classes.

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PKIMARY  &  INTERMEDIATE  DEPARTMENTS. 


The  number  of  students  in  the  Primary  Department  is  so  small,  that 
they  can  with  difficulty  be  arranged  in  convenient  classes,  and  hence  labor 
to  disadvantage.  The  Faculty  therefore  would  advise  parents  to  have 
their  children  properly  qualified  to  enter  the  Intermediate  Department, 
before  sending  them.  To  enter  this  department,  they  must  be  able  to  read 
with  facility,  to  spell  correctly  most  words  in  common  use,  to  name  the 
Parts  of  Speech,  and  give  the  definitions  in  English  Grammar;  must  have 
a  knowledge  of  the  general  outlines  of  Geography,  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  Geography  of  North  America,  and  also  of  Arithmetic  to  Vulgar 
Fractions. 

The  studies  of  the  Intermediate  Department  are:  Geography  com- 
pleted, History  of  the  United  States,  English  Grammar  completed,  Physi- 
ology, Mental  and  Practical  Arithmetic  completed,  History  (one  term,) 
Algebra,  Part  2nd  to  Equations  of  2nd  Degree,  Natural  Philosophy,  Hark- 
ness's  First  and  Second  Latin  Books  and  Cassar. 

Students  who  select  the  scientific  course  will  not  be  required  to  study 
Latin,  but  must  complete  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Stoekhardt's  Chemistry 
or  equivalent,  before  entering  the  Junior  Scientific.  Heading,  Writing, 
Spelling  and  English  Composition  are  general  exercises.

N.  B.  No  substitute  will  hereafter  be  admitted  in  the  Classical  Course 
for  Greek. 

In  order  to  adapt  the  routine  of  instruction  more  nearly  to  the  prac- 
tical wants  of  the  West,  the  Classical  Course  has  been  somewhat  abridged, 
at  the  same  time  it  is  believed  that  sufficient  time  is  allowed  to  this  depart- 
ment, and  sufficient  range  and  variety  given  in  the  writers  selected,  to  lay 
a  substantial  foundation;  thus  rendering  further  attainments  easy  and 
pleasant,  should  the  inclination  or  business  of  the  student  prompt  him  to 
make  them. 

Latin  is  commenced  in  the  Intermediate  Department  and  continued 
through  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years.  Greek  is  pursued  through 
the  last  two  years  of  the  course.  By  this  arrangement,  and  by  using  as 
far  as  practicable  corresponding  text-books,  so  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
learning  in  different  phraseology  the  principles  and  rules  common  to  the  two 
languages;  it  is  believed  an  acquaintance  with  both  can  be  secured,  more 
extended  than  that  ordinarily  attained  in  the  same  time,  and  with  much 
more  convenience  to  the  student.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  il- 
lustration of  the  authors  read,  by  the  proper  collateral  information,  it  being 
quite  as  much  the  purpose  to  lead  the  mind  of  the  student  to  an  intelligent 
appropriation  of  the  contents  of  the  ancient  writers,  as  to  a  mastery  of 
their  language  and  style.  Thus  it  is  hoped,  the  course  brief  as  it  neces- 
sarily  is,  will  be  found  conducive  both  to  general  mental  training  and  cor- 
rect literary  taste.

to  obtain  a  more  extended  acquaintance  with  some  special  branches  than 
is  practicable  in  an  ordinary  College  Course.  The  degree  of  B.  B.  will  be 
awarded  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  this  course.  The  other  usual 
College  Degrees  are  awarded  in  the  Classical  or  Regular  Course,  to  those 
students  of  good  moral  character  whose  acquirements  mcrii  them. 

Throughout  the  College  both  soxes  have  the  same  privileges  of  instruc- 
tion and  receive,  similar  testimonials. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

All  students  proposing  to  enter  the  Institution  should  be  present  on 
the  first  day  of  the  term,  to  stand  an  examination.  A  neglect  of  this  regu- 
lation subjects  the  students  as  well  as  the  officers  to  much  inconvenience. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  an  advanced  class  must  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  on  the  preceding  studies  of  the  course,  including  the  studies 
of  the  Intermediate  Department.  Public  examinations  occur  on  the  two 
days  preceding  the  last  day  of  each  term. 

Satisfactory  written  examinations  are  required  of  applicants  for  Di- 
plomas,  on  the   studies  of  their  respective  courses,  including  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  which  are  studied  by  all  the  students  of  the  College. 
PENMANSHIP  AND  BOOK-KEEPING. 

This  department  embraces    instruction  in  Single  and  Double  Entry 
Book-keeping,    as  applied  to  Wholesale,  Ketail,    Commission,    Banking, 
Eailroading  and  Manufacturing  business.     Penmanship  taught  on  scien- 
tific principles. 
ASTRONOMICAL  OBSERVATORY,   APPARATUS,  Etc. 

The  Observatory  is  a  building  erected  a  short  distance  from  the  Col- 
lege and  furnished  with  a  Telescope  of  eight  feet  focal  length  and  six  inch 
Object  Glass;  a  Transit  Instrument  and  a  fine  Solar  Clock.  These  furnish 
valuable  aid  to  the  students  of  Astronomy.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  a 
large  assortment  of  Chemical  and  other  Philosophical  Apparatus  in  the 
Institution. 

A  Cabinet,  containing  many  specimens  illustrating,  Comparative 
Anatomy,  Conchology,  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  is  accessible  to  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  Libraries  in  the  Institution  contain  about  two  thousand  vols.,  to 
which  additions  are  annually  made. 

LECTURES. 

Lectures  are  given  weekly  by  the  Professors,  embracing  in  the  course 
of  the  year  the  following  subjects — History,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemis- 
try, Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  Botany,  illustrated  as  oc- 
casion requires  by  specimens  and  apparatus. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  "Ionian"  for  the  Male  Department,  and  the  "Phcenix  Band"  for 
the  Female  Department  are  flourishing  Literary  Societies,  each  having  a 
respectable  and  increasing  Library  of  valuable  books. 

GOVERNMENT, 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  intended  to  be  mild  and  liberal,  but 
firm ;  and  as  far  as  possible  students  are  made  to  feel  that  they  are  the 
rightful  guardians  of  their  own  character,  and  that  upon  them  rests  the 
responsibility  of  the  influence  which  they  may  exert  upon  the  school.  The 
restrictions  which  are  imposed,  are  intended  more  to  teach  students  self- 
control  than  to  deprive  them  of  liberties.  Punishments  and  penalties  are 
dispensed  with  as  far  as  practicable. 
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Not  only  those  who  are  guilty  ot  gross  violations  of  order,  forfeit  their 
right  to  the  privileges  of  the  Institution,  but  those  also  who  persist  in  petty 
violations,  or  are  habitually  negligent  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

As  the  design  of  the  College  is  to  furnish  instruction  to  such  as  really 
desire  it,  no  one  should  come,  or  be  sent  here  as  a  student,  who  is  influenced 
by  any  other  motive,  or  who  cannot  cheerfully  comply  with  all  its  requi- 
sitions. 

CHRISTMAS  HOLIDAYS. 

The  loss  sustained  in  the  disarrangement  of  classes  by  the  absence  of 
students  on  Christmas  and  New  Year,  has  made  it  necessary  to  dispense 
with  all  visiting  at  those  times.

Those  not  members  of  the  "Society  of  Friends"  will  be  charged  $5 
additional;  also  $5  additional  is  charged  for  the  study  of  French  or  Ger- 
man. 

Any  student  who  is  obliged  to  leave  school  on  account  of  sickness,  by 
procuring  a  certificate  of  a  physician  to  that  effect,  may  be  entitled  to  send 
another  in  his  or  her  place,  or  to  make  up  the  lost  time  the  next  term. 

APPLICATIONS 

For  admission  should  be  made  to  the  " Superintendent  of  Earlham  Col- 
lege, Richmond,  Indiana,"  and  will  secure  precedence  in  the  order  of  pay- 
ment. 

$T.  B.  The  house  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of  students  on  the 
day  before  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

CALENDAR  FOR  1863. 

This  Calendar  was  calculated  especially  for  the  students  and  friends  of 
Earlham  College,  but  is  adapted  to  all  places  in  this  latitude.  The  astro- 
nomical computations  were  made  by  J.  Addison  Clark  of  the  Senior 
and  Erasttjs  Test  of  the  Junior  Scientific  Class,  and  areuntended  to  be 
accurate  to  within  one  minute. 

The  times  of  holding  the  quarterly  meetings  of  Indiana,  yearly  meet- 
ing, and  also  of  the  commencements  of  the  several  yearly  meetings  of  the 
"Society  of  Friends"  have  been  noted. 

ECLIPSES. 

There  will  be  four  Eclipses  in  1863,  three  of  which  (2  of  the  sun  and 
1  of  the  moon)  are  not  visible  at  Earlham.  The  moon  rises  on  the  1st 
day  of  6th  month  slightly  obscured  after  a  total  eclipse. 

N.  B.  The  calculations  in  the  Calendar  are  made  to  mean  time.  To 
tiixi  how  much  the  sun  is  fast  or  slow,  subtract  the  time  of  sunset  from  12 
hours,  and  take  the  difference  between  this  remainder  and  the  time  for  sun- 
rise oil  the  same  day — half  the  difference  is  the  amount  sought.  Thus,  for 
the  1st  of  12th  month  this  half  difference  is  11  minutes,  which  is  correct 
within  8  seconds. 

The  number  in  the  first  column  of  the  Calendar  denote  the  weeks  of 

the  session  which  Imve  passed.

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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


It  is  intended  in  the  two  years  assigned  to  this  department  to  give  the 
students  such  proficiency  as  will  enable  them  to  proceed  advantageously 
with  the  studies  of  the  Classical  and  Scientific  Courses;  at  the  same  time 
it  is  believed  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those  who  do  not  desire  to 
enter  on  a  more  liberal  course  of  study. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  Preparatory  Department,  students  must  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  Spelling,  the  general  outlines  of  Geography, 
the  first  principles  of  Grammar,  and  Arithmetic  to  common  Fractions. 

In  addition  to  the  examinations  at  the  close  of  each  session  there  are 
monthly  written  examinations  in  all  the  studies  throughout  the  two  years 
of  both  courses.  Each  of  these  examinations  is  upon  that  part  of  the  text 
book  which  has  been  passed  over  the  preceding  month;  and  as  the  time 
allowed  for  answering  the  questions  is  limited,  and  the  standing  of  the 
student  is  determined  by  the  result  of  the  examinations,  a  greater  degree 
of  accuracy,  promptness  and  thoroughness  is  attained. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  either  of  the  College  courses  are  subject 
to  an  examination  in  the  corresponding  studies  of  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment. 

Penmanship  is  taught  to  all  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  each  term; 
during  the  remainder  of  the  term  Heading  and  Elocutionary  exercises  take 
its  place. 

The  instruction  in  Composition  and  Declamation  embraces  weekly 
exercises  in  the  various  classes  in  this  Department. 

lis  order  that  the  students  may  be  able  to  make  satisfactory  advance- 
ment in  the  Departments,  the  Faculty  would  strongly  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  parents  the  necessity  of  the  thorough  training  of  their  children 
under  good  teachers  with  direct  reference  to  the  course  of  study  here 
pursued.

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EEMARKS  UPON  THE  COURSES  OF  STUDY, 


CLASSICAL   COURSE. 

In  order  to  adapt  the  routine  of  instruction  more  nearly  to  the  wants 
of  the  "West,  the  cour.se  of  study  in  the  Ancient  Languages  has  been  some- 
what abridged ;  it  is  believed,  however,  that  sufficient  time  is  allowed  to 
this  department,  and  sufficient  range  and  variety  given  in  the  writers 
selected,  to  lay  a  substantial  foundation ;  thus  rendering  further  attain- 
ments easy  and  pleasant,  should  the  inclination  or  profession  of  the  stu- 
dent prompt  him  to  make  them. 

Daily  Latin  recitations  are  continued  through  three  terms  of  the  Pre- 
paratory Department  and  the  first  two  years  of  the  College  course. 

Greek  is  pursued  through  the  last  two  years  of  the  course. 

By  this  arrangement,  and  by  using  introductory  books  of  the  same 
series,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  learning  in  different  phraseology  the 
principles  and  rules  common  to  the  two  languages,  it  is  believed  an  acquain- 
tance with  both  can  be  secured,  more  extended  than  that  ordinarily 
attained  in  the  same  time,  and  with  much  more  convenience  to  the  student. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  illustration  of  the  authors  read,  by 
the  proper  collateral  information,  it  being  quite  as  much  the  purpose  to 
lead  the  mind  of  the  student  to  an  intelligent  appropriation  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  ancient  writers  as  to  a  mastery  of  their  language  and  style. 
Thus  it  is  hoped  the  course,  brief  as  it  necessarily  is,  will  be  found  condu- 
cive both  to  general  mental  training  and  correct  literary  taste. 

SCIENTIFIC   COURSE. 

The  Scientific  Course  is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  some  who  wish 
to  obtain  a  more  extended  acquaintance  with  some  special  branches  than 
is  practicable  in  an  ordinary  College  course. 

Female  students  who  wish  it  are  allowed  to  pursue  instead  of  those 
studies  marked  elective,  real  substitutes  in  other  departments. 

Students  who  desire  a  more  extended  knowledge  of  Practical  Astron- 
omy than  is  obtained  by  the  study  as  arranged  for  in  the  course  must  par- 
sue  the  subject  a  year  or  two  after  completing  the  present  course.  A 
limited  study  of  the  subject,  especially  such  departments  as  the  Calcula- 
tion of  Eclipses  &c,  serves  more  to  bewilder  than  enlighten  the  mind  of 
the  student.  The  study  of  Astronomy,  as  at  present  pursued,  embraces 
Trerschel's  excellent  compend,  oral  instruction  to  the  class  upon  the  Theory 
of  the  Instruments,  the  general  Methods  of  Observation  and  Calculation, 
General  Lectures,  and  the  actual  use  of  the  instruments  in  the  Observatory. 

In  all  departments  of  the  Institution  both  sexes  have  the  same  privi- 
leges of  instruction  and  receive  similar  testimonials  <>r  Degrees. 
ESSAYS. 

Students  in  the  first  two  College  years  will  hereafter  be  required  to 
write  essays  once  in  two  weeks  and  those  in  the  third  year  once  a  month, 
under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  professors. 
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HOLY   SCRIPTURES. 

Kecitations  are  required  of  all  the  students  twice  each   week   in  the 
Scriptures  and  on  subjects  connected  with  them. 
LECTURES. 

Lectures  are  given  weekly  by  the  professors,  embracing  in  the  course 
of  the  year  the  following  subjects:    English  Literature,  History,  Natural 
Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Comparative  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Botany, 
illustrated  as  occasion  requires  by  specimens  and  experiments. 
EXAMINATIONS. 

All  students  proposing  to  enter  the  Institution,  should  be  present  on 
the  first  day  of  the  term,  to  stand  an  examination.  A  neglect  of  this  regu- 
lation subjects  the  students  as  well  as  the  officers  to  much  inconvenience. 

Those  who  desire  to  enter  an  advanced  class  must  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  on  the  preceding  studies  of  the  course. 

Public  examinations  occur  on  the  two  days  preceding  the  last  day  of 
each  term. 

Satisfactory  written  examinations  upon  the  previous  studies  of  their 
respective  courses,  will  hereafter  he  required  of  students  at  the  close  of 
the  second  College  year  and  also  upon  the  remaining  studies  before 
Graduation. 

ASTRONOMICAL  OBSERVATORY,  APPARATUS, 
CABINET,   &c. 

The  Observatory  is  furnished  with  a  Telescope  of  8  feet  focal  length, 
G  inch  object  glass  and  several  eye  pieces,  affording  magnifying  powers 
varying  from  fifty  to  four  hundred  diameters.  A  Transit  instrument  of  .r> 
feet  focal  length,  and  a  clock  with  compensated  pendulum,  capable  of  being 
adjusted  to  either  Solar  or  Sidereal  time. 

In  addition  to  these  there  is  a  large  and  valuable  assortment  of  Chem- 
ical and  other  Philosophical  apparatus  in  the  Institution, 

A  Cabinet  containing  many  specimens  illustrating  Coi-  parative  Anat- 
omy, Conchology,  Geology  and  Mineralogy  is  accessible  to  the  students. 

The  Libraries  in  the  institution  contain  upwards  of  two  thousand 
volumns  to  which  additions  are  annually  made. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

The  "Ionian"  in  the  Male  Department,  and  th^  "  Phoenix  Band"  for 
the  Female  Department  are  flourishing  Literary  Societies,  each  having  a 
respectable  and  increasing  Library  of  valuable  book* 
GOVERNMENT. 

The  Discipline  of  the  Institution  is  intended  to  be  mild  and  liberal,  but 
firm.  Such  restrictions  are  imposed  as  are  deemed  essential  to  secure  good 
order,  promote  habits  of  punctuality  and  self-control  and  remove  unneces- 
sary temptation. 

As  the  design  of  the  College  is  to  furnish  instruction  to  such  as  really 
desire  it,  no  one  should  come  or  be  sent  here  as  a  student  who  is  influenced 
by  any  other  motive,  or  who  cannot  cheerfully  comply  with  all  its  requi- 
sitions. 
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When  students  forfeit  their  right  to  the  privileges  of  the  Institution 
by  gross  or  continued  petty  violations  of  order,  or  by  habitual  negligence  in 
the  performance  of  duty,  the  money  which  they  may  have  advanced  for 
Board  and  Tuition  will  not  be  refunded  to  them. 

CHRISTMAS    HOLIDAYS. 

The  loss  sustained  in  the  disarrangement  of  classes  by  the  absence  of 
students  on  Christmas  and  New  Year's  has  made  it  necessary  to  dispense 
with  all  visiting  at  those  times. 

PRICES   OF   TUITION,   &c. 

The  price  of  Board,  Tuition,  Washing,  Lights,  &c.  forthe  coming  year 
will  be  (two-thirds  payable  in  advance  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of 
the  term)  for  the 

Preparatory  Department, $85  per  session  of  20  weeks. 

For  the  College  Department,., $95     "         "  "  " 

Those  not  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  will  be  charged  $15 
additional  per  session. 

The  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  farm  and  the  erection  and  furnishing 
of  the  College  buildings  were  raised  by  the  Society  of  Friends.  The  annual 
interest  upon  the  amount  thus  invested  exceeds  $3000.  This  interest  is 
applied  to  lessen  the  price  of  board  and  tuition  of  Friends'  children.  The 
above  information  is  given  to  explain  why  they  are  charged  less  than  those 
not  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

In  future  no  money  will  be  refunded  to  those  who  leave  the  Institu- 
tion on  account  of  sickness,  nor  will  such  be  allowed  to  make  up  the  lost 
time  the  next  term. 

APPLICATIONS 
For  admission  should  be  made  to  the  "Superintendent  of  Earlham  Col- 
lege, Richmond,  Indiana,"  and  will  secure  precedence  in  the  order  of  pay- 
ment.    Students   applying  must  produce    satisfactory   evidence  of  good 
moral  character. 

Students  are  desired  not  to  bring  with  them  any  gaudy  clothing  or 
any  jewelry,  excepting  watches.  Should  such  things  be  brought  they  will 
be  taken  possession  of  and  held  during  their  stay  at  the  College,  or  returned 
to  their  parents. 

The  house  is  open  for  the  reception  of  students  on  the  day  before  the 
beginning  of  each  term.
